AGREEMENT 



THIS AGREEMENT, made this 20th day of May _, 1974, 

by and between Arlington Investment Corporation, hereinafter referred to as 
"Developer", and the Board of Public Works of the City of Fort Wayne, herein¬ 
after referred to as "3oard", 

WHEREAS, Developer is developing an addition commonly referred to as 
Seneca Hills, located west of Sherman and south of Coliseum. Boulevard West, 
and 

WHEREAS, Trick Avenue was platted from Sherman Boulevard west to the 
beginning of said Seneca Hills development, and 

WHEREAS, Trick Avenue was never improved with a standard pavement meeting 
City Standards, and is in very poor condition, and 

WHEREAS, an attempt was made to improve said street under the Barrett 
Law system, however, those abutting resident property owners who front on other 
streets objected to said improvement on the basis of proposed assessments, and 
therefore, all action was rescinded on the proposal, and 

WHEREAS, Developer is desirous of having said street improved to eliminate 
dust and complaints from property owners due to traffic into said development, and 
WHEREAS, Developer has accepted bids on said improvement and Wayne Asphalt 
was the lowest bidder, 

NOW, THEREFORE, it is mutually agreed by the parties hereto: 

1. Developer shall award a contract to Wayne Asphalt for the improve¬ 
ment of Trick Avenue from the east line of Hampton Avenue to the west 
line of Sherman Boulevard in accordance with the engineering plans and 
profiles as prepared by the Street Engineering Department,. sheets numbered 
1 through 3 dated July 5, 1972 and approved July 7, 1972. 
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2. City will pay Developer the sum of $13,000.00 upon completion and 
acceptance of the improvement by the Board on Trick Avenue from Hampton 
to Sherman. 

3. Developer assumes and agrees to pay Wayne. Asphalt for the cost of 
said improvement. 

4. City shall provide necessary line, grade and inspection for said 
improvement at no cost to Developer. 

5. Developer agrees to hold the City harmless from liability on any 
claim or injury arising during the course of said improvement.

SYNOPSIS OF ORDINANCE: In 1972 the Board held public hearings on the paving of 
Trick Avenue. The majority of property owners remonstrated the project out 

even though the City was going to pay a considerable share of the improvement. 

Arlington Investment Corporation has a development running off Trick Avenue 

and has offered to improve the street if the City will participate in the cost. 

They have accepted a bid of Wayne Asphalt & Construction in the amount of 

$28,292.00. The City, through approval of the Agreement set forth in this 
Ordinance, will pay a share of the improvement.
